Official figures released at 


9:30 o'clock Saturday morning 
from the Census Bureau a1 
Washington, D. C. show Lima to 
have a population of 41,306. 


This is a gain of 10,798 over 


the count of 1910. 
It represents 


a percentage of increase of 35.4 
per cent over the figures of ten 
years ago. 


Estimates unofficially from 


different sources about the city 
at the time the count of noses 
was being made, credited Lima 
with a population from 50,000 to 
60,000. 


The Increase in population is prin- 


cipally assigned to tho large number 
of factories of varied Itlndu that have 
located here in the past ten years, 
bringing additional workmen to the 
city. 


Two other cities whoso figures of 


population were released at the name 
time as Lima show this city to have 
tho largest percentage of increase.

THE PROBLEM OF FIUME 


G 


EOGRAPHIC CONDITIONS have mad'j 


Fiume, situated at the head of a sea, 


vhich brings cheap water transportation into 
the very heart of Europe and opposite the nar- 
rowest part of the mountain barr.pr, the in- 
evitable economic outlet for all the northern 
portion of the Balkan peninsula. 


THE POWER which holds Fiume holds the life 
of a whole nation at its mercy. 


BUT IT IS NOT only Jugoslavia which has a 
vital interest in the fate of Fiume. A whole 
vast hinterland to the north and east, including 
Ausria and Hungary, and to sume pxtont Czec- 
hoslovakia and parts of the newly enlarged Ru- 
mania, finds iu this port a mobt important out- 
let to the sea. And all tiio outside world -which 
desires to trade with centra! arid hOuUieasfprn 
Europe via the Mediterranean route is vitally 
concerned in the solution of the Kiunip dispute. 


IP THK FRONTIER between Italy and Jugo- 
glavia be draun as described in the President's 
famous public statement, of Last April, ihe two 
great Adriatic ports arc assigned one to Italy 
and one to Jugoslavia. The Italian pori-, 
Trieste, could then supply the hinterland (Au- 
stria, Southern Germany, Czechoslovak!, Hun- 
gary, by a line of rail which does not have to 
cross the territory of Jugoslavia; and the 
Jogoslav port, Finme, could supply that same 
great hinterland by a line of rail which does 
not touch on Italian territory. In other words, 
there would be absolute freedom of commerce 
resulting naturally from a choice of ports 
served by a choice of routes, both ports and 
routes being secure from possible interference 
or the annoying restrictions of a jealous neigh- 
bor. It would be to the interest of each coun- 
try to improve its port and railway facilities, 
to establish the most convenient, train service, 
and to charge the lowest tariffs compatible 
with a reasonable profit, in order to attract to 
its port the largest possible volume of busi- 
ness. 


NOT ONLY EUROPE, but all the world would 
profit enormously from such an equitable dis- 
tribution of economic advantages. Conversely 
ely, not only Europe, but all the world must 
suffer enormously if the Adriatic settlement 
leares both these ports in the hands of a single 
power, or establishes conditions which must 
ultimately result in such one-power control, 
or gives to a single power the control of both 
railways leading northward from the ports.

THE WHISKY REBELLIONS 
|i| ICHIGAN'S RUM REVOLT and Pennsyl- 
**•'• 
vania's Whisky Rebellion of Washing- 


ton's day are similar in name, but compared 
with the colonial disturbance the Upper Penin- 
sula affair is inconsequental. 


INDEED, IT IS EXTREMELY doubtful wheth- 
er Michigan's disorder amounts to a revolt at 
all or not. As to the -violent and dangerous 
character of the Pennsylvania rebellion history 
leaves no doubt. 


THE WHISKY REBELLION was caused by 
economic conditions, the immediate spark 
which H^t fire to long smoldering discontent 
being Alexander Hamilton's now and previous- 
ly unheard of excise tax on distilled spirits. 
This tax directly concerned large numbers of 
farmers, who for years had turned their grain 
into whisky. This \\as a convenient method 
of converting their crops into a product that 
was niKily marketable and when the federal 
government placed restrictions upon the prac- 
tice they rcgardpd the now law as an unjust, 
hrannical interference with their rights. Tax- 
ation was a painful matter in those days for 
the Revolutionary War had been followed by 
hard times. Importations from Europe uraiti- 
pd tlio country of specie currency, paper money 
flooded the land, the debts of the federal and 
state goyernuicnts and those of private individ- 
uals began falling due and there was a great 
lack of money with which to pay. Soldiers 
found it hard to readjust themselves to civil 
life, manufactories were prostrated, the fisher- 
ies languished, and, most disheartening of all, 
there was considerable doubt as to the ability 
of the country to weld itself into a united 
democracy. 


MICHIGAN'S RUM REVOLT will not go down 
in history with the Whisky Rebellion, of 1794. 
In fact, unless some historian of distorted vis- 
ion gees in it some manifestation of bolshevistn, 
it is quite likely that it will never be heard ot" 
by succeeding generations. 
The economic 


causes of colonial days are lacking today, and 
accounts of the Upper Peninsula trouble dis- 
close that appetite and not financial consider- 
ation is guiding those who would set the fed- 
eral law at. naught.—Toledo Blade,

Toward the end of the war, there- 


fore, Holland experienced a shortage 
of raw materials and a slackening ot 
industrial activity. 


The frulta of the earlier prosperity 


were largely regained, however, and 
Holland now finds Itself in a strong 
position. 
The Bank of the Ncthcr- 


lanbf at the opening of th« war, held 
apprtalmatdy $68,000,000 in gold; Jt 


t holds four times this amount 


Furthermore, It was the only central 
bank among the European neutrals, 
save that of Spain, whose ratio of 
holdings of gold and silver to note and 
deposit liabilities incret ;ed dnring the 
war. 
The increase waj from 54 per 


cent to more than 60 i T cent The 
other banks have similarly Improved 
their position. 


Dutch shipping, in spile of losses, 


held its own. In fact, according to fig- 


ures in Lloyd's Register, Holland was 
the only European neutral whose gross 
steam tonnage increased between June, 
1914, and June, 1919. 


The war caused certain new indus- 


tries to come into existence in Holland, 
notably the making of chemicals; and 
the manufacture of clothing and foods 
and other articles of consumption, 
grew considerably. 


Holland has a land area of about 


12,500 square miles; to which 2,000 
square miles may he added If the Zul- 
der Zee be included. Its population is 
a little more than six and one-half 
millions. Its wealth In 1911 wa» in ear- 
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cess of $4,300.000,000. At the close of 
1913, the national debt was about 
?465,000,000. 


The chi«f occupations of tie coun- 


try have been agriculture, catOe rais- 
ing and dairying, fishing, and foreign 
commerce. 


Its foreign commerce in 1313 amount- 


ed to more than $300 per capita. 


Holland was the only European 


neutral with important colonial pos- 
sessions. Its richest colonies are the 
Dutch East Indies with a total popu- 
lation of 40,000,000. 


In 1016 the foreign trade ot the 


Dutch East Indies amounted to ap- 
proximately 8527,000,000, of which Im- 
ports were $180,000,000 and exports 
$347,000,000. 


The Dutch "West Indies have a total 


population of 150,000, and their chief 
products are sugar and its by-products, 
molasses and rum, cocoa, bananas, rice 
and corn. Their total foreign trade to 
1916 amounted to $9,000,000.

was 23,000,000,000 francs, equivalent 
to $1,135 per capita. Investments ot 
Swiss capital abroad in 1013 were 
fl, 200,000,000. 


The general debt in 1013 was $21,- 


668,000, and the debt incurred on ac- 
count of the state railways was $302,- 
000,000, or a grand total of §3-23,668,- 
000. 
But die railways regularly yield- 


ed profits in excess of interest and 
amortization. 
Only the general debt, 


wnich was less than one-half of 1 per 
cent of the national wealth, had to be 
cared for Ih rough taxation. 


Principally on account of the er- 


p«nse of mobilization, the general debt 
has grown to a sross total of approxi- 
mately S370.-264,000. Productive prop- 
erties other than Uie state railways 
belonging to the government had a 
value in December. 11HS, of $153,000,- 
000. Deducting these assets from the 
gross debt gives a net general debt 
equivalent to $217,000,000, or $51 per 
capita. 


About thrfe-fourths of the total area 


of Switzerla-nrt, which is about doubla 
the size of Massachusetts, is produc- 
tive. From 1907 to 1910 the percent- 
age of people engaged in industries 
and commerce increased from 42 per 
cent to 53 per cent, and Switzerland 
has gradually been transformed into an 
industrial rather than an agricultural 
country. Although agriculture is still 
important, (he bulk of the foodstuffs 
consumed in the country must be im- 
ported. Cheese and condensed rail* 
are the principal dairy products. The 
principal industries are the manufac- 
ture of embroideries, silks, ribbons, 
cotton goods, •watches and jewelry, 
electrical and textile machinery ani 
chemicals.
